‘Accordingly the merchants were 
in no mood to accept the added 
burden without vigorous protest, 
Stores were closed, butchering was 
stopped, rice sales curtailed, and 
even the carriage of — night-soil 
ceased. This strike was so. tho- 
roughly organised that. business 
‘was practically paralyzed for five 
full days. ‘The merchants paraded 
en masse to military headquarters, 
but General Liu refused to see their

JAPANESE VIEW OF 
MANCHURIA 


Depression Expected to Last 
‘Two Years 


Faow Ock OwN Coanesronvent 


Harbin, June 

In an interview with a very pro- 
minent Japanese commercial ‘and 
social Japanese gentleman connected 
with the Japanese Chamber of Coin- 
meree in this town, a number of 
Jquestions of great interest to the 
future of Manchuria were touched 
fon, these including the present 
Jecinomic depression and the pro: 
spects for the future. 

At the present moment Manchuria, 
ike all other countries of the world 
is passing through a period of acute 
leconomic depression, the events of 
the past few months, the looting of 
Villages and the. wandering bands 
lof demoralised soldiers having adde 
to the general lack of trade and the 
poverty of the peasant. classes, 
therefore it must be of great im: 
portance to have a good crop this 
year to enable the Country to te 
jcover from the slough of despond 
nto whieh Northern Mancharia has 

len, 

Unfortunately all _ information 
from the country districts. lead to 
the same conclusion, that the sown 
jarea this season will not be more 
than 50 per cent. of last, while the 
esourcer is undoubtedly 
Jwhich provides the railways with 
trafic and the people with their 
livelihood. The exports are, there- 
fore, likely to be hardly any at all, 
while the imports will probably fall 
by 50 per cent, the purchasing 
power of the population being down 
to a low ebb, i 

The prospects of prosperity for 
Northern “Manchuria are rather 
gloomy, though this will shortly be 
Jaitered, but it seems almost im- 
possible to see really good times for 
the country in less than two. year 
Neither Japanese nor foreigr 

lists “will invest capital ‘until 
they are quite certain that» the 
ehances of losing it” are at a 
minimum, At the present moment, 
many well known Japanese economic 
Jand ‘commercial sen. are visiting 
Northern Manchuria, but capitalists 
Jare extremely cautious and these 
men are not here to invest capital 
but simply to investigate the situn- 
tion, so that they can invest ther 
money as soon as peace and orde 
is restored. Guerilla warfare is 2 
style of warfare which is. very 
dificult to suppress, and until » ail 
the wandering bands and the rebel 
leaders are wiped off, no person wi 
be so mad as to invest capital in 
the country. ‘Those firms which are 
lalready established here may. in- 
Jerease their business, as they have 
already got their foot in, but the 
advent of new capital is hardly to 
be considered at present. 

The financial ‘condition of the 
country is far from satisfactory a1 
taxes have not been paid, the Nor 
Manchurian Budget showing a fall 
in receipts of more than 90 por cent. 
The former “Mukden government 
estimated its income “at about 
$80,000,000 but the present Man- 
Jchukuo government have placed it 
Jat $7,000,000 only, yet the latest re 
turns’ from the ' country. disteicss 
show that even this sum will not be 
Jobtainable.

Owing to the very bad state of| 
trade and the events that have oc- 
jeurred in Northern Manchuria dur- 
ing the past months, the losses to 
the railway are much more than’ 
Jwere expected when the budget for 
19g2_was confirmed, and therefore 
the Soviet side of the railway ad- 
ministration, as well as the financial 
Jdepartment, have issued instructions 
that all departments must make new 
jestimates, reducing their expenses 
fby 50 per cent. The Soviet side of 
the railway administration is work- 
jing out a special report which shows 
the absolute ity of reducing, 
the expenses and introducing a num- 

















ber of reforms, in, the working: 
IThis ‘report also points out that 
there are quite a number of railway 





rrvants who have nothing to do and 
simply come to their offices during, 
the working hours, as they are 
Jbound to do, whether they have work 
for not, ‘This lack of work is to be 
[seen not only in the main offices but 
jalso, in. the offices on the railway 
Tine, salaries being paid to peop! 
‘who are absolutely not required at 
the present. moment and who are 
lonly adding to the general expenses, 
[which the railway is quite unable to 
stand. Therefore, the Soviet side 
find that it is absolutely necessary, 
to curtail the number of the staff 
‘and consider that not less than 1,000 
ean be done away with.

People's Assembly To Be 
Established 


In order to pave the way for the 
eventual realiaation of local self 
government, citizens under control 
‘of the City’ Government of Greater 
Shanghai will have a municipal 
assembly of people's representatives, 
regulations governing the o 
tion of such assembly having been 
‘drafted by local officials and sub- 
mitted to the Executive Yuan for 
approval, It is learned that the 
inauguration of the proposed as~ 
sembly, which will give the people 
practical training in the exereise 
of. their constitutional rights. pro- 
vided for in the “San Min Chu 1” 
will take place as soon as the 
Government has approved of the 
regulations governing its organi 
tion, 

‘Details of the proposed assembly’ 
fare not available, but it is learned 
that it will be of an advisory char- 
acter although it will be invested 
with such powers as supervision 
over the local government, approval 
of budgets and estimates, examina~ 
tion of focal municipal laws, ete.
